Remove existing damaged gate and posts and  install new pipe gate with gate posts. Implementation consists
of excavating existing gate posts of unknown depth and install new gate posts in concrete in approximately
the same location.

This project is exempt because it involves replacement of an existing gate with a new gate of approximately 
the same size, purpose, and capacity.
